REMARKS 

Claim 19 is pending. 

Claims 1-18 and 20-34 are cancelled. 

Changes in the Claims: 

Claim 19 was objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Therefore, claim 19 was rewritten in independent form including the limitations of 
previously presented claims 15, 16, and 18. 

The examiner previously objected to claims 1-34 for the informality of replacing 
"a vent valve" with -one or more vent valves- to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
depending claims. As presented, claim 19, does not require this informality to be 
corrected since the previously depending claims did not require "one or more vent 
valves". 

The amendments are supported by the specification as originally filed. No new 
matter has been added. 
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Conclusion 

For all of the above reasons, applicants submit that the amended claim is now in 
proper form, and that the amended claim defines all patentable subject matter over the 
prior art. Therefore, Applicants submit that this application is now in condition for 
allowance.
